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WHO GOES DOWN TO STATE LEAGUE? 


That’s the big 
question in the Na- 
tional Soccer 
League’s Australian 
Conference — with 
only two rounds to 


go. 

Right now, five clubs are 
teetering on the brink of 
disaster. 

The haunted five are 
Penrith, Parramatta Melita, 
Sydney Croatia, St George 
and Blacktown Demons. 

Oddly enough, four of 
the five are based in Syd- 
ney’s western or south- 
western suburbs — an 
area we were told was wide 
open for development, an 
area where the future of 
Soccer in New South 
Wales was assured. 

It may be just coinci- 
dence but it does not say 
much for the game’s future 
if it is in the hands of teams 
which have struggled all 
year merely to survive in 
the NSL. 

Aside from that, how- 
ever, let’s jump in with both 
feet and make a fearless 
prediction about the team 
due for the big drop! 

As far as points are con- 
cerned, Blacktown, Sydney 
Croatia and St George are 
slightly better off than their 


companions in distress. 

Blacktown have 26 
points in the kitty. Croatia 
and Saints have 25. 

This must put extra 
pressures on Penrith and 
Melita who have only 24 
points. 

Since goals could actual- 
ly decide which team goes 
down, let’s take a look at 
which teams are better 
placed in this department. 

St George come out 
much superior to the rest 

their goals for and 
against being identical. 

Against this, Croatia and 
Melita are each on minus 
seven; Blacktown have 
minus nine and Penrith are 
bottom of the list with 
minus 11 

The final round will be a 
challenge affair and all the 
teams threatened by rele- 
gation will be up against 
opposition of similar 
quality. 

But next weekend will be 
the real crunch when the 
final ordinary round is con- 
tested. 

Penrith are away to 
Blacktown and cannot be 
optimistic about getting 


anything from their journey. 


Melita are away to Syd- 
ney City and, similarly, 
would regard even one 
point as a welcome, unex- 


pected bonus. 

Croatia, home to Mar- 
coni, should pick up a 
point, perhaps two. 

As for St George, they 
face fearsome foes in the 
superbly in-form Sydney 
Olympic. 

The game will be at St 
George Stadium — which 
should be of some help to 
Saints — but the way 
Olympic are firing at the 
moment, they should be 
good enough to beat the 
stuttering Saints. 

So, if all games go ac- 
cording to form — alas they

rarely do — the teams in 
the relegation zone will go 
into the final challenge 
round with Blacktown on 28 
points, Croatia on 26, St 
George 25 and Melita and 
Penrith in deep trouble with 
only 24 points. 

It looks as if goals differ- 
ence is going to be-extre- 
mely important. Perhaps 
all-important. 

So if statistics mean any- 
thing, Penrith or Melita will 
go through the trapdoor in- 
to the State League — with 
the odds slightly suggest- 
ing it will be Penrith.

EDITORIAL 


IN times of crisis, there are always 
willing people who come forward 
with remedies for whatever prob- 
lems face Soccer.

YOUNG TALENT 
EMERGES IN 


CANBERRA 


BRAD EARL’S feature on local youngsters making it in the 
NSL prompts me to feature the many young players at 


Canberra Arrows this year. 


The Arrows would boast the youngest 
side in Australia and, thanks to the games 
they’ve all played in 1984, you can add the 
words “experienced young players” to the 
team which represents the National Capi- 
tal in the NSL. 

Doug Collins, the Arrows coach, speaks 
highly of the type of persons these young 
players are and also talks about the 
character they have shown in their first 
season in the NSL. 

Here are the Canberra youngsters with 
Collins’ comments on their performances. 

MARKO PERINOVIC, 19, a local Can- 
berra product has played 18 times this 
year for nine goals, three in one match 
against George Cross in Melbourne re- 
cently. 


1 ANTHONY FRANKEN on guard. 
14 Australian Soccer Weekly — 
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ANTHONY FRANKEN, 19, has played 
22 times for the Arrows this year and of 
course created a tremendous impression 
during the World Soccer Series with his 
performances for the Australia “B” team. 
Selected for the national team to defend 
the Merlion Cup and in the squad for the 
Socceroos’ world tour in November. 

According to Collins, Franken has had a 
tremendous first year in the NSL and has 
the ability and temperament to become 
one of the great keepers in Australian 
Soccer.

ROY JONES, 19, another Western Aus- 
tralian who came to the Arrows via the AIS 
and also a Young Socceroo in the 1983 
World Youth Championship finals in Mex- 
ico.

AFTER reading ASW regarding promotion 
and relegation, | would like to point out 
that the NSL now has a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to clear the whole thing up.

Beves clinched the award 
with a three-point performance 
for the Ridge in their final game 
against Olympic.

THERE is a strong possibility that an Australian women’s Soccer group will tour the Pacific states of 
the United States following the successful tour of a group of young American women to Sydney 


recently. 

The invitation came from 
the organisers of the 
“Sports for Understand- 


ing,” a group in the USA for 


the promotion of sport on 
an exchange basis. 

I spoke to Ruthy Deare, 
assistant coach of the 
group, who lives in North 
Carolina. 

She said the organisa- 
tion had only been in oper- 
ation for two years but had 
already promoted visits 
from sporting organisations 
in other countries to visit 
the USA and, in turn, had 
sent groups on sporting 
trips. 

“The idea of a Soccer 
trip to Australia was first 
thought of in December 
1983, but did not come off 
until February this year,” 
Miss Deare said. 


Enthusiasm 


Information leaflets were 
sent out to the schools, 
however, according to 
Ruthy, the enthusiasm was 
there but cash was limited.

Contrast 


An interesting contrast in 
training methods of the 
tops sides was given.

Their coaches put them 
through a stiff course in 
weight training and con- 
centrated running before 
the women even get to kick 
a ball. 


It is not uncommon for a 
good college side to train 
five times a week and play 
matches on the weekend.
